and of good reckoning inthe Townes where they dwell, the 
moſt Urange and wonderfull wozke of God, lately ſhowne, 

two ſeuerall Cities in the ſtrcetes, not paſt two moneths 

te. The lrangents and wonder full woꝛke whercofC od 
grant may cauſe in vs true repentance of our ſinnes, and 
learne vs co amend our cuill lives, pnttingof the olde ſinne 
ind clothing vs a new, with the pure gat ment of faith, fea- 
ring to offend the Maie ſtie ofthe moſ highett, and dzeading 
to ketle that bitter trolle which was lately laid on our neigh- 
bours , fo2 their wickednes,and fo2 our example. 

Jathe Country of Prouence, in a Towne called Tel- 
lonne, which holdech fo2 the King, yet are fo the greater 
part Catholickes as theyt ermt themſelue s, in this towne, 
dwelled a Lady called Padam Dcormoga, ſiſter to a man 
of good name, and late wife to a woſt bzaue and gallant 
man and a bzauc ſouldicr while het liued, and an earneft pꝛo- 
leſſer of the tructh. This Madame Decrmoga, the 24. of 
Merch now laſt paſt, ſuppirg et the Gouernours houle be: 
iag her kinſman, chanced at the table to enter talke of her re- 
[[gien, being 3 32alous P2oteſtant; on u home, there was ſo 
many bapting to dꝛawe ber from the trueth, as it did not 
a litle greene the goed Lady, bauing no bodie but God that 
delende th the caule of the inſt to ſep fe} her, oꝛ RE

belpe her to anſwere a wozy, After long commun ic ation 
bote on both ſides, a certaine Biſhop, which bad ſome autho« 
ritie in thatplacethzeatned her, pꝛoteſting that the next dey 
be would call her in queſtion , and ſo acculing her of hercſie, 
put her to death, defying her with verie odious ſpzcches,and 
tearmingher at his pleaſure, who was novlp bozne and eue 
rie way his better. 

The time oł night callingeuery one totheirref,they tooke 
teauceachofothers,committing the Lozdofche houle to hi 
quiet, but the Biſhop whole heart encenced wich enuy to- 
wardes the Ladie, gaue her this cauiat, to bee the next day 
when ſbe ſhould be called of another minde, o2 elſe pꝛonide te 
frie a faggot , affirming therewith by great oath that it was 
not foꝛ her ſake they had boꝛne with her as they had. 

To whom the Lady Deormoga replic?, aſſuring him that 
ſhe waied not what he oꝛ any joꝛicſt of Ball coulo do,fozGod 
was her defence, and by his paſſion ſhee hoped skeuerlaſting 
life, daring him to doo what he could alledging many places 

outofthe ſcripture, wherein ſhe had ſure comfo2t and hope ol 
Chaift,not foꝛgetting to put him in mind how God by bis ps- 
wer freed Daniel, the thꝛee child2en in the Duen, Suſanna 
fronithe Elders, inſtait others, ſeeing my Loꝛd quoth ſbet, 
that ſuch is the power of my Se uiour, J fearenotyounc} 
What pou tan da: And ſo farewell: and fauour me as Ichall 
de ſire pour (riendſhip. 

Thus parted they, and the reſt of the company many the 
Ladies friende, which did know the condition of che Biſhop, 
and with wharcrueltie hee purſued thoſe whom hee enuicd, 

knowing by his countenance, thathe was thzoughly moucd, 
greatly lamented the good Lady, albeit they lked not of her 
religion. But behold, the wonder of the great God of Vac, 
how from the crnell iawes ok this blood thir il ie jo zelate, the 
Lezntclinered this verteous und innocent Ladie, euenas 
Phato with his hoſt was oucrwhelmed, ſo was this Biſhop 
duertaken in his owne ſinne. | 
The night being well ſpent cre the company on” 
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was neere twelue a clocke cre che Biſhop was layde in his 
bed, where he had ſcarſly remained one houre and his people 
tt quiet but theoughout che honle there was heard the moſk 

uous nopcethat migbt be imagmed, ſo that choſe which 
a\vaked therewith , with the terrour chercof was neere be 
des themſclues. In this maner,fo2 one houre oꝛ moꝛe, moll 
odiouſly it continued, and euer the pꝛincipall and chiefeſt 
therol was heard, towards the Biſhops owne lodging, who 
fo: that he called not, noꝛ made any meanes fo2 his ſeruants 

laie all Qill as full of feare as euer were men. 

Beloꝛe two ot the clocke the watch ofthe Towne deſcri- 
to nthe Biſhops houſe a great fire, which no ſooner percei- 
ned, but they repaired to their Lieftenantes lodging, and 
him thereofaduertiſed, who doubting ſome treaſon, tooke 
with him foꝛtie oz fiftie of his company, and comming to tbe 
bouſe adꝛeſſed themſelues,toſeeke reliefe fo2 the ſtaying the 
ſame,firſt bꝛeaking open the gates and beſeeching the com- 

okthe bouſe to direct them foꝛ things neceſſary as lad- 
ders and thinges to hing water, the ſcruants thus amazed 
at the ſodeinnes thereof could not tell what to doo, but lyke 
men diſtraught ranne vp and downe, at length one amongſk 
the reſt, called to minde their Lozd,percciuing the fire to bee 
neare his lodging tried out to the Lieftenant who was with- 
out the houſe buſied in ſetting the company a woꝛke fo2 help, 
and told him the feare he hador the Biſhop in whole lodging 
the tire was, vpon theſe ſpeeches the Lieftenantrepairedto 
the Chamber dooꝛe which was pet whole, and with bis com⸗ 
pany began to litt at it to get it open, whete a voice ſhyill and 
fear full, commanded them to let allreſt,fo2 the Biſhop with 
bis Idols and gold which be loued muſt perich togither. The 
Lieftenant albeit awozthic Gentilman, was heereat moze as 
mazed, thenifhee bad been in the ficldenutroned with ene= 
mies, and fozbcare his owhe hands commanding the reſt ts 
flap, who becing full ofcourage continued ill, thinking it 
ſome icaſt, oꝛ ſome illuſion, and were friken, one lame, end 


two ſlaine out right. 
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The Liefcenant which ſaw? this ſtrange ſtrate geme, 


was not a littell amazed, and lamentinge bis p:ople, cauſe 
them to be caried away, they that were on the outſide the 
howlſe, heauinge water, was diucrs times teryſicd with the 
ſame voyre, who fo2 lacke of gouerment regarded nothing, 
amongſt wyich ſo many were greuouſly hurt, ſome fell of che 
bouſe ſo into the fire and were pitifully burnt , but in vaing 
was all their labour, fo2 nothing might helpe oz auaile he 
Bilhop tillall was conſumed, 

By this daye appꝛocht d when the houſe was neert con, 
ſumed, when the Lie ltenant with ſome ok his followers entc, 
red the bodginge of the Byſpop, but founde allconſumed, x 
nothing to be ſeene oz heard of him, with the repoꝛt of which 
had happn· d, the Lieftenant repay2ed to the lozd Gouerner, 
and to him recounted what had hapned, wich the fearfull 
voycts, which ſo terrpfie* them, at whoſe ſpeaches, the Go- 
uerner ſo much amazed as fleſhe might be, began torecount 
the power ofthe omnipotent God, who had wꝛought this mi 
racle , amongſt many others ts dzawe the vnbeleeuers to 
knowe him, and to pꝛotect the innocent Ladye, from the cru- 
eltie of that balamite which had ſo pꝛoleſled himſelle her e- 
nimie, koꝛ the truthes lake, the Ladie whoſe charit ie excelled 
the truiltie of the cnuisus Byſhop , greeued not a little le; 
bis death, and in char itie beſought his diume mageſtie, ret 
to impute his ſinnes vnto him, 

Loe thus the reward of bludthirſlines, be þ pꝛetended iht 
ouerthzowof this good Lady, was in his owne ſinnes ouer- 
thꝛowne, the Loꝛde make vs mind full ol his grace,thaxkfyl! 
fo2 his benifites, and endue our hartes with charitie, ſend an 
vnitie in the Church andconfound Jdolatry, 

An other moſt rare exampele foure dayes after that hap- 
pened, lamentable and full of pitye, in the Citic of Ager in 
Twrk'e, as thep were at pꝛaiev actoꝛding to the manner tk 
the countrie, a moſt ſodaine darkenes fell vppon them, and 
me ſentiye enſued ſuch a ſearfull clap of thunder as weuld 
bhaueterified the hardeſt hart, with which alſo fell great 2 
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| oflightening which ficred PS ende ol the church,thzough 


vhich there enſued a moſt cruell fire , which conſumed the 
ume in ſboꝛt time, by which manie were ſlaime, ſome with 
the fal of ſtones , and dyuers by ſeeking to quench the ſame, 
the Gouerners houle with dyuers others was likewiſe ton 
ſumed. 

Allo aſhip of cozne and bꝛead res die baked, which was 
ſtajed by the gouerner , bownde foz the releefe of Telonne, 
which was greatly deftreſſed, fs2 it rarely was by this light- 
ning lie red and conſumed, the men being all pziloners, two 
zaxes after which fþip was conſumed, inthe roade from the 
hip was ſcene to come ſo many Rattes as amazed men to 
behold, who recoueringe the (þoze,ſs greatly anoyed the citie 
thatthere dwelled none therein which complained not of the 


\  harmewas done by them, 


Thus haue I to example, wꝛitten this true hikozie, and 
lanentable flrategeme, fo2 your benyfit, the like whereof 
bach ſeldom bine hard, the holy ſcriptures declare many 
wonders of the Lozd, beſides what our eyes haue bene wit- 
nefſeof,by many and ſeuerall ſignes in the ayze,monſterous 
byzthes and oher exterozdinarie chances, all to dꝛawe vs to 
amendment ok life, which the God ofallglozie graunt fo: his 
ſenne Jeſus Chaiſtes ſake, Amen. |
